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OAU Head Decries Nigerian Executions

(PANA) - Organization of African Unity (OAU) Sec- 
retary General Salim Ahmed Salim Saturday described 
the hanging of Nigerian minority rights campaigners 
as a set-back to Nigeria and Africa. "This (hanging) 
is unfortunate and a set-back to Nigeria and Africa, 
particularly coming immediately after immense inter- 
national calls for clemency", said Salim in an interview 
with PANA in Addis Ababa. 


He describad the failure by Nigerian military authorihies 
to respond to the immense appeals made to them by the 
friends not only in Africa but all over the world as a 
"regrettable and sad development”. 


"Our area of concern is that because of its size, 
position and role in Africa, Nigeria does not put itself 
in a position of confrontation with the international 
community", Salim added. 


"We have in the past felt that the best way to solve the 
political problems in Nigeria is to engage the military 
leadershiup in dialogue", added the OAU executive. 


The hanging of nine Ogoni minority rights campaigners 
in eastern Nigeria have already led to Nigeria’s sus- 
pension from the 52-nation Commonwealth, currently 
holding its summit in Auckland, New Zealand. 


Among those hanged was Ken Saro-wiwa, an author 
who championed the cause of the Ogoni, whose land 
has reportedly been degraded by oil extraction activities. 


In Lagos, Saro-wiwa’s lawyer, Nemi Falana described 
Friday’s executions as the "killing of the souls of 
Nigerians”. 


Falana, who was among the defence lawyers that had 
boycotted the executed men’s trial by a special tribunal, 
said "I’m shocked beyond expression." 


According to him, "Ken was part of what was left of 
Nigeria. Killing Ken was killing the souls of Nigerians." 


The lawyer said he and his colleagues boycotted the trial 
because their presence would have given legitimacy to 
the trial. 


"For some of us, Ken’s death is a warning, especially 
for those who are fighting for the progress and social 
justice of Nigeria,” Falana added. 


Saro-wiwa had said after his conviction, he would be 
"satisfied" to die for the cause of the estimated 500,000 
Ogoni, who he led in campaign against what he called 
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"genocide" by Nigerian authorities and the Anglo-Dutch 
petroleum firm, Shell. 


But the military government is arguing that Saro-wiwa 
and kinsmen were executed for the murder of four 
people and nothing else.

"Taking into consideration the sizeable role Nigeria 
played in the African continent before, the OAU be- 
lieves that dialogue remained the only way out for solv- 
ing the type of problems and crises facing the Nigerian 
gouvernement," Dagash said. 


The OAU has been slow to criticise Nigeria which is the 
most populous nation in Africa and a powerful member 
of the Organisation. 


However, Dagash added: "The OAU highly regrets the 
execution of the nine Nigerians," in reference to the 
execution on Friday of Ken Saro-Wiwa, the leader of 
Nigeria’s minority Ogoni ethnic group, and eight of his 
associates. 


Algerian Islamists Threaten Francophone Summit

Armed Algerian Islamic Group [GIA], is said to have 
the intention to launch an attack on Cotonou during the 
holding of the fifth French speaking countries’ summit 
scheduled to take place from 2 to 4 December, two 
Beninese dailies announced on 9 November. 


"The GIA leadership said on 25 October that it will 
launch its attack on Cotonou in the first week of 
December," the independent daily LE MATIN said, 
quoting a "reliable source." 


The government newspaper LA NATION also con- 
firmed the news, adding that "Beninese security services 
have been on the alert from the moment they heard that

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the buildings under construction to host the summit as 
well as the welcoming ceremonies at the airport during 
the arrivals of the participants, were under threat of ter- 
rorist attacks." No reaction was recorded from Beninese 
authorities as of 9 November. 


This information "has not been confirmed by an inde- 
pendent source,” diplomatic sources said in the Beninese 
economic capital. The same sources said that the author- 
ities did not show any "preoccupations" after hearing the 
news from the media, "even if information on a terrorist 
threat should be taken seriously." 


"Already, in September 1995, the executive bureau of 
the fundamentalist movement, meeting in Khartoum 
(Sudan), decided to prevent by all means, the smooth 
holding of what they described as the triumph of 
imperialistic France on African soil," LE MATIN said. 


Various contact and assessment missions were orga- 
nized and the use of a technology other than tear gas 
would be utilized. Still according to LE MATIN, a top 
ranking official at the Ministry of Interior is said to have 
sent a letter to the director general of the police in which 
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he accused a "Tunisian national who owns several shops 
at the Cotonou airport" and who "was in contact with 
some isiamists" of intending to carry out action.” 


A reliable source in Cotonou said that this person, well 
known in business circles in the Beninese capital, is 
of Jewish Tunisian origin and as such, any connection 
with islamists was quite impossible. According to the 
same source, this businessman has had no problems with 
security services up to now. 


Last week, rumors had it that "there was an attempted 
coup against President Nicephore Soglo" and the rumors 
were denied by the government. 


The governmental daily LA NATION said despite the 
denial, that a "plot" was being prepared "for four 
months” and that the police had proceeded to arrest 
about 20 people, notably, soldiers. 


The government blamed the rumors on "some disgrun- 
tled elements who intended to tarnish the image of the 
French speaking countries’ summit" to be organized on 
Beninese soil.

Government Reacts to Tanzanian ‘Threats’

cooperation, Venerand Bakevyumusaya, has indicated 
that relations between Burundi and Tanzania are bad 
since March this year. Venerand Bakevyumusaya has 
played down the crisis, affirming that the Government 
of Burundi will initiate talks with Tanzania, and may 
also resort to the mediation of the OAU and the United 
Nations. With Barnabe Ndayikeza, the Burundian min- 
ister of foreign relations and cooperation discussed the 
latest developments in the relations between Burundi 
and Tanzania: 


[Begin recording] [Bakevyumusaya] Tanzania accuses 
Burundian troops of crossing the border, and they even 
said that they killed some people, and they have written 
to the Burundian Government a kind of menace, saying 
that if Burundian troops cross the border again, that they 
will push them deep inside Burundi. 


This is a fact that we do not understand, since the 
problem of the borders has always been tackled by the 
local authorities on the administrative level and on the 
military level, and we have always understood. We do 
not understand why there is a problem now. 


[Ndayikeza] (?It is) never said that Tanzania carries 
attacks to Burundi. What may be your comment about 
this? 


[Bakevyumusaya] No, and we have always said that 
Burundi has by times had attacks from some Burundian 
refugees from the Tanzanian territory, but we cannot 
accuse Tanzania for that. But we have just to ask the 
Tanzania Government to help us in the respect of the 
international conventions about the refugees, and about 
the respect of the integrity of the territory. 


(Ndayikeza] Is there any relation between the bad 
relations and the expulsion of the Burundian ambassador 
to Tanzania? 


[Bakevyumusaya] I am afraid it can be so, because 
this problem is not a new one. We have had some 
misunderstandings since March 1995. [end recording]

(Mobutu) You have mentioned security. I thi: ! there is 
security in Zaire. Let us not exaggerate matters. Things 
are calm in Zaire. Apart from the border problems we 
are facing to the east of the country with Burundi and 
Rwanda, and apart from social problems, there is calm 
and security. 

[Correspondent] What about transparency? 

(Mobutu] There is transparency. On several occasions in 
my speeches to the nation, I have called for the presence 
of neutral international observers. We have contacted 


the European Union, the Carter Center, and the United 
Nations on that. What more can we do? [end recording] 


Military Chief Escapes Assassination Attempt

The commander of the Zairian military escaped an 
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assassination attempt over the weekend when a bomb 
due to be placed on his plane exploded prematurely, the 
government said Sunday [12 November]. 


A package containing three explosive devices was to 
have been put aboard a plane due to take General Eluki 
Monga Aundu from Goma near the Rwandan border to 
the capital Kinshasa on Saturday. 


But one of the bombs exploded at Goma airport before 
the package could be put on board the aircraft, the 
government said in a statement. 


It said the package was left at the airport by a Rwandan 
who later escaped. 


The statement said the attempted attack was “a plot 
against the Zairian state.” It added that Zaire had made 
an "irrevocable decision” to expel all Rwandan refugees 
before December 31. 


The Goma region in the east of Zaire is home to more 
than 700,000 Hutu refugees from last year’s civil war 
in Rwanda, while another 300,000 live in camps in the 
Bukuvu region. 


Budget Estimates for 96 Given to Parliament

Zaire’s 1996 draft budget balances at 5,700 billion 
new zaires [nz] in revenue and expenditure, an official 
source disclosed yesterday in Kinshasa. The budgetary 
estimates were presented over the weekend by Prime 
Minister Leone Kengo wa Dondo to the couniry’s 
interim parliament, the High Council of the High 
Council of the Republic-Transitional Parliament. 


According to the prime minister, revenue goes up by 
70 percent in real terms. He disclosed that NZ1,428 
billion will be raised from customs and excise duties 
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— which go up by 88 percent — while NZ1,350.4 
billion will come from local taxes, which increase by 
107 percent. On the other hand, the earnings of the 
General Quarries and Mines Company, amounting to 
NZA99.8 billion, showed a 16 percent fall as a result 
of a decline in diamond production. On the other 
hand the Bakwanga Mines Company, which also mines 
diamonds, improved its earnings by 33 percent with 
NZ178.5 billion, compared to NZ658 billion earned by 
oil companies. Revenue accruing from the distribution 
of petroleum products amounted to NZ698.2 billion, 
showing a 53-percent increase, while earnings from 
levies on government-provided services, real estate, 
judicial services, and stocks and shares stood at NZA40 
billion, compared to 119 billion accruing from loan 


repayments. 


On the expenditure side, the Zairian prime minister in- 
dicated that this item had gone up by 54 percent in 
real terms. He said wages and emoluments account 
for [figure indistinct as received]; goods and services: 
NZ1,439.9 billion; public debt: NZ1,178.1 billion; cap- 
ital expenditure: NZ178.1 billion. Under expenditure 
on goods and services, a NZ606.9-billion package has 
been earmarked to finance the holding of elections, Mr. 
Kengo wa Dondo disclosed, adding that the amount will 
be supplemented with assistance expected from foreign 
partners. 


In drawing up the budgetary estimates, the government 
took into account the macroeconomic constraints: a 
gross domestic product of $5.2 billion, going along with 
a 1.3-percent growth in 1994; a 20-percent inflation 
rate, also the average for the first quarter of 1995; an 
average exchange rate of NZ11,900 to $1.00, reflecting 
current trends in the money market. This rate is already 
irrelevant, because the dollar was already exchanging 
for NZ12,000 on the parallel and official markets 
yesterday.

Minister Denies Troops Massed on Ugandan Border

termed as malicious and ridiculous claims by the 
Ugandan minister for foreign affairs, Mr. Ruhakana 
Rugunda, that Kenya was amassing troops along her 
border with Uganda. 


The western provincial deputy commissioner, Mr. Kin- 
uthia Mbugua, told a group of journalists on 2 fact- 
finding mission at the border town of Busia that the 
Government of Kenya was shocked by ciaims that the 
Kenyan troops were aiding rebels fighting the Ugandan 
government from strategic positions at the border. 


The Ugandan Government-sponsored THE NEW VI- 
SION newspaper published a report on Saturday, [11 
November] attributed to the minister and a senior Ugan- 
dan intelligence officer, Jim Muhwezi, that Kenya had 
sent thousands of solders to its border with Uganda. 
Local and foreign journalists [who] flew to the area to 
verify the allegations instead ended up in the custody of 
the Ugandan authorities, wlio kept them for over four 
hours. 


The Kenyan official yesterday clarified that Kenya had 
no intentions of stationing troops at the border and, 
instead, pointed out that it was Uganda that stood 
accused for positioning hundreds of security personnel 
along the border. This was, however, confirmed by the 
arrest of the journalists, who were on a simple news 
gathering assignment, by the Ugandan police. 


The only security personnel on the Kenyan side of the 
border, Mr. Mbugua said, are administration policemen 
and General Service Unit [paramilitary security force] 
officers on normal patrol, and with no other agenda. A 
spot check by KBC at the Busia border revealed that 
the claims by Uganda featured nowhere on the agenda 
of the residents. They carried on with their daily routine 
and a few who were interviewed dismissed the claims 
as malicious and aimed at souring the good relations 
between the two nations.

De Klerk said he would "not lose a wink of sleep" 
over such subtle threats against him. One of the main 
misrepresentations being bandied about was that he had 
requested interference in the legal process. What he had 
said was that he was insisting on even-handed treatment 
of all, no matter what their position. The NP would settle 
for nothing less than such even-handedness in dealing 
with political crimes. 
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If President Nelson Mandela and Mufamadi were now 
saying the courts should be activated to deal with 
all charges for political crimes, irrespective of the 
Truth Commission and other allied processes, then the 
temporary indemnity granted to 117 senior African 
National Congress members should be revoked. "Then I 
say the police and attorneys-general should be instructed 
to reopen all prosecutions and investigations which were 
suspended in terms of the negotiation process." 


If former defence force chiefs were to be charged on the 
basis that people under their command had committed 
crimes, then Defence Minister Joe Modise should also 
be charged for crimes committed under his command. 
De Klerk said he had told Modise he was going to say 
this on Friday night and Modise had said he undersi 0d 
it. 

The playing fields had to be levelled regarding all crimes 
committed in the political conflict, de Klerk said. It was 
not only he who was saying this, but also Parliament 
(in the Truth and Reconciliation Commission Bill) and 
the constitution, which said all were entitled to amnesty. 
"At the moment, I say, the playing field is not level." 


De Klerk said only the NP could "take on" the ANC. 
Recent local government elections had shown that 
smaller parties could not make the grade. The NP would 
seek to obtain the co-operation of all other parties and 
groups in areas in which it held the majority, and 
constructively co-operate in areas in which it was in 
the minority. 


De Klerk on Malan Case, Relations With Mandela

You have always warned against a "witch-hunt" in 
South Africa. Is this [alleged involvement of former 
Defense Minister Malan and Army officers in 1987 
massacre] the beginning of one? 


[De Klerk] What is happening now could spark off 
a witch-hunt. I have no grounds for claiming that 
the police exerted pressure on the prosecutor general 
to bring charges. But I understand that people are 
Suspicious regarding the timing. It is the responsibility 
of the Commission for Truth and Reconciliation to deal 
with conflicts of the past in such a way that it will 
promote reconciliation. The South African Constitution 
lays down that all South Africans are entitled to 
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amnesty, regardless of what side they fought on. If the 
Commission for Truth and Reconciliation acts on this 
basis, it will prevent numerous charges being brought 
against ANC [African National Congress] members, 
the former security fores, Inkatha, and the PAC [Pan- 
African Congress]. 


(Ter Horst] You requested immunity from prosecution 
for former Minister Malan and the 10 Army officers. 
President Mandela refused this. What does this mean 
for the government of national unity? 


[De Klerk] The debate is not over yet. I have had talks 
with President Mandela, with Vice President Mbeki, and 
with ministers from the ANC and the National Party. 
We will discuss the matter further this week. I have 
always maintained that it is not my intention to become 
personally involved in this specific legal case. What 
bothers me is that this and other cases are being pursued 
on the eve of the appointment of the Commission for 
Truth and Reconciliation. There is a whole list of high- 
ranking ANC members who were granted temporary 
immunity and against whom such charges cannot be 
brought. I stress the principle of equal treatment of all 
holders of political office, commanding officers, and 
members of the security forces on all sides. It seems 
as if there is a move to quickly instigate proceedings 
against a couple of individuals before the Commission 
for Truth and Reconciliation begins its activities. If 
this occurs on a selective basis, only involving certain 
participants in conflicts of the past, that is wrong and 
totally unacceptable. 


[Ter Horst] Is the strategy behind these moves not 
precisely to pressurize Malan and the generals to go 
before the Commission for Truth and Reconciliation? 


(De Klerk] I am already working with the generals 
to draw up a statement to be presented to the Truth 
Commission on behalf of the former government, in 
which we plan to set out a series of facts and an account 
of past conflicts from the government side. So there is 
no need to pressurize anyone. We will be cooperating 
with the commission. 


[Ter Horst] This state of affairs clearly shows that 
democracy has not brought reconciliation and that South 
Africa still has a long way to go. 


(De Klerk] I have never claimed that there is absolute 
reconciliation; reconciliation is a tender plant which 
must be carefully nurtured. If you water it too much it 
can easily drown. If it gets too much sun it can dry up. 
Our actions must always be designed to make permanent 
and securely root the tentative reconciliation which we 
have been so successful in achieving. 
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{Ter Horst] Former Police Chief Johan van der Merwe 
said that the government was playing with fire and could 
lose the loyalty of the security forces. Do you also see 
a danger of this? 


[De Klerk] I do not see this as likely. The Army and 
the police have always supported the reforms. Without 
them we would not now have two peaceful elections 
behind us. But I do believe that this affair could mobilize 
right-wing elements outside the security forces. Their 
influence and action has been neutralized over the past 
two years, to the point where it is no longer a factor. I 
am concerned that it could once again become a factor 
due to what is happening at present. 


My first reaction was: The charges against General 
Malan and the two former Army generals, who gen- 
erally speaking enjoy the respect of a large section of 
the population, has the potential to polarize opinion and 
jeopardize reconciliation. This kind of action has a pow- 
erful demotivating effect on members of the security 
forces. They feel threatened and unwelcome. They feel 
that their loyalty is called into question. That cannot be 
good for the country. 


[Ter Horst] The ANC minister of police affairs said: 
police investigation is to continue and we will arrest 
anyone against whom we find proof, even if this is Vice 
President De Klerk or Inkatha leader Buthelezi. 


[De Klerk] I have never lost a wink of sleep over that. 
[previous sentence in Afrikaans] My conscience is clear, 
my hands are clean, and I do not fear such threats. 
I accept overall political responsibility for the policy 
implemented at the time and for decisions made and 
actions taken by virtue of that policy and which were a 
reasonable interpretation of that policy. In other words: 
We do not recoil from our responsibility. 


A government is responsible for the actions of its 
security forces. But what I do not ask of a general or 
a minister is to accept responsibility when a soldier 
Or a sergeant commits atrocities outside this policy 
and without orders. The policy was never tc commit 
atrocities. We must make this distinction very clear: 
Myself and other government members and the generals 
accept joint responsibility for policy decisions which we 
took to combat insurrection. 


We acted against terrorism, against an organization 
whose leaders planted bombs in public places, murdered 
innocent women and children, and horribly murdered 
fellow black South Africans using the necklace method 
(setting fire to a tire filled with fuel placed around the 
victim’s neck so that he burns to death — NRC HAN- 
DELSBLAD editor’s note). We acted against organi- 
zations seeking to overturn a legally recognized state 
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with violence and disruption. Action of that kind meets 
with a special response, everywhere in the world. There 
are unwritten international rules on what is permitted in 
such circumstances. That does not include assassination 
and similar acts, which myself and other decisionmak- 
ers never authorized, nor supported, and of which we 
had no knowledge. We distance ourselves totally from 
that. 


[Ter Horst] Do you really find it to be of the same moral 
order when someone commits crimes in the name of a 
system, apartheid, which is condemned by the whoie 
world as when they do so in the name of a movement 
which is trying to overthrow that system? 


(De Klerk] Both our Constitution and the Truth Com- 
mission Act state that they must be judged in the same 
way. I do not believe that the actions of someone who 
kills women and children to overthrow apartheid were 
any more acceptable than someone who killed women 
and children to suppress the revolt. Murder is murder 
and murder is unacceptable in any civilized community. 
Also, the acts of terrorism continued, long after the Na- 
tional Party had abandoned its apartheid policy. Even 
after the ANC and PAC had been legalized and negoti- 
ations had begun, when there was no longer that excuse. 


[Ter Horst] You have been heavily criticized by the 
ANC over recent weeks, both inside and outside parlia- 
ment. At an election meeting your fellow Vice President 
Thabu Mbeki described you as a "cheesehead." What is 
behind all this? Does the ANC want to get rid of you 
or your party? 


[De Klerk] I found it beneath my dignity to respond to 
Mbeki’s taunting. The National Party is the strongest 
anti-ANC political movement. We put the ANC under 
pressure. The attacks on me show that the ANC is not 
able to effectively counter this. I would prefer their 
response to be on the basis of arguments rather than 
personal attacks on me. I do not believe it is intended 
to drive us out of the government, but to intimidate 
us. That will not succeed. We are responsible with 
Our criticisms, as we are a part of the government of 
national unity. We do not criticize any policy which 
we approved. We criticize the action or inaction of 
particular ANC ministers who are not effective, and 
ANC policy which is contrary to compromises agreed 
by government. 


(Ter Horst] Has your relationship with President Man- 
dela improved or deteriorated since you have sat in gov- 
ernment together? 


[De Klerk] (smilingly) It has changed. Our relationship 
is now radically different: Before the election I was 
president and he was the leader of a political party.

Now he is president and I am a legally elected vice 
president. I was not appointed by him. We are leaders 
of political parties who see the other as their principal 
opponent. In the past the object of our relationship was 
to ensure democratic elections so that the Constitution 
could be introduced. Now we have to adopt a position 
On every issue in the country. That obviously means that 
we often disagree. In that sense our relationship is more 
confrontational. 


[Ter Horst] Do you think he has been a good successor? 


[De Klerk] I always resist requests to make a public 
assessment. I prefer to play the ball rather than the man. 
I have serious criticisms but I can express these within 
the government. I also have great esteem, I believe 
that he is doing very well in his attempts to promote 
“nasiebou.” 


[Ter Horst} Abroad people see the conflict between 
yourself and President Mandela, the commotion over 
the prosecution of the generals, the high level of crime, 
and they see polarization. How can you give potential 
investors in Europe confidence in the belief that South 
Africa is a stable country? 


[De Klerk] I have every confidence that the major 
problems yet to be resolved will be resolved. I have 
confidence in the system we have set up and the 
mechanisms we have built into it to control conflicts. 
And I know that the overwhelming majority of all South 
Africans believe that we must work together. 


People should not expect South Africa to be more 
perfect than the rest of the world. In the Netherlands and 
Other established democracies there is also on occasion 
bitter confrontation between leading politicians. Why 
should not South Africa be the same? 


[Ter Horst] Has South Africa become a better country? 


[De Klerk] Yes. We are free, we have returned to the 
international community, we have laid down values in 
the Constitution which are the same as the value systems 
of civilized countries which respect human rights. South 
Africa has become a much better country. As one of 
its co-architects, | am very proud of what we have 
achieved. 


NP, ANC To Discuss Concessions to Federalism

Danie Schutte was to discuss the provincial constitution 
and prospects of drawing the IFP back into discussions 
on the final national constitution, due to be finalised in 
the next few months. 


Despite its stayaway, the IFP has been tracking devel- 
opments in negotiations for a final constitution. Other 
parties believe it may be tempted to rejoin the negotia- 
tions formally if the ANC adopts a conciliatory line on 
the proposed provincial constitution.

[FBIS Transcribed Text] Massive corruption involving 
millions of rands in the country’s social pension system 
and in the president’s school feeding scheme has been 
uncovered. 


Safety and Security Minister Sydney Mufamadi has 
announced that 42 cases of fraud totalling R12-million 
[rands] are being investigated in connection with school 
feeding schemes throughout the country. 


Presidential spokesman Parks Mankahlana said Nelson 
Mandela was "depressed" about the situation. "The 
president expressed disgust that students should starve 
because of criminal behaviour of greedy officials and 
businessmen," he said. 


And Ministry of Welfare officials and police are in- 
volved in massive and extensive probes in six provinces 
into at least 200 cases of fraud, theft and corruption in- 
volving millions of rands in state pensions. 


Welfare and Population Development Minister Abe 
Williams said investigations were being carried out in 
Gauteng, Mpumalanga, Northern Province, KwaZulu/ 
Natal, Free State and Northern Cape. He said citizens of 
Mozambique and Swaziland were also involved. At least 
seven people had appeared in court and been released 
on bail. 


Williams added that 45 cases of fraud, due to double 
payments, as well as 39 cases of pensions being paid to 
people who had died, had been reported in Mpumalanga. 


He said there were suspicions that a syndicate was 
involved in the crimes and in cases where pensions 
were paid to citizens of Swaziland and Mozambique. 
"Officials of pensions services have been suspended 
and the registration and payment of pensions to non- 
pensioners is under investigation he said. 


In Northern Province the Department of Welfare and 
Population Development had embarked on an extensive 
probe into the widescale theft of pensioners’ cheques. 


In KwaZulu/Natal a 25 member task team, consisting 
of SAPS [South African Police Service] members and 
welfare officials, had begun investigating at least 45 
cases of reported fraud, the minister said. 
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Fraud had been discovered in Gauteng when applica- 
tions for pensions were made. Fraud by state officials, 
where clerks were being used as paymasters in a cash 
payment system, had been detected. Reported shortfalls 
varied between a few hundred rands and R30,000. 


By the end of last month, a total of 2,753 investigations 
had been carried out by eight departmental inspectors 
in the Free State. 


The largest amount of feeding scheme fraud involves 
R3.5 million in the Eastern Cape. In KwaZulu/Natal 
seven afrests have been made in connection with R3.3 
million which has disappeared. 


The latest revelations follow an earlier scandal when 
it was found in the Eastern Cape early in August that 
fraud and incompetence had consumed R76-million of 
the province’s R113-million budget for the year in only 
four months. 


On the latest fraud discovery, Mankahlana said Mandela 
wanted a speedy investigation and to see the perpetrators 
brought to justice. 


Mufamadi said investigations into fraud surrounding 
feeding schemes were also under way in Northern 
Province, Mpumalanga, Gauteng and Northern Cape. 
Allegations centred on fraud and theft Ly distributors, 
suppliers and administrators of the schemes. In many 
cases, fictitious claims had been submitted, cheques 
stolen, signatures forged or records lost. It was alleged 
that in the Potchefstroom area, food parcels were not 
distributed free, but sold for R2 each. 


"I view these cases in a very serious light," said 
Mufamadi. "Fraud and theft of the presidential feeding 
scheme undermines the attempt by the Government 
of National Unity to come to the assistance of needy 
schoolchildren." 


Mulalo Mulaudzi, spokesman for Mufamadi’s office, 
said the public could assist police by providing infor- 
mation about feeding schemes. 


Election Results for 664 Councils Reported

election results for 664 of the 686 councils for which 
polling took place on November 1. 


An average of 51.37 percent of those registered to 
vote, 5,301,354 people in total, had voted, task group 
co-chairman Khehla Shubane told a media briefing in 
Johannesburg. 
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The African National Congress were clear winners, 
getting 66.37 percent of votes cast in proportional 
representation elections. It won 4,360 (63.78 percent) of 
ward and proportional representation seats. The National 
Party [NP] fared next best, taking 16.22 percent of the 
votes and winning 1,123 (16.43 percent) of the seats, 
Shubane said. The Freedom Front [FF] won 132 seats, 
the Democratic Party [DP] 51 and the Conservative 
Party [CP] 48. The Pan Africanist Congress [PAC] 
won 24 seats, the Inkatha Freedom Party [IFP] 10, 
and the African Christian Democratic Party [ACDP] 
two. Collectively, ratepayers’ bodies won 293 seats and 
independents 583. Other parties jointly won 420 seats. 


Shubane said he was happy with the low number of 
spoilt or rejected ballot papers, which indicated the 
electorate had been able to understand the system of 
ward and proportional representation. Available figures 
showed spoilt papers amounted to 1.97 percent of votes 
Cast. 


Shubane said the announcement of results had taken 
longer than expected. "What happened is that the 
counting was a long and slow process, especially 
in the large urban and rural areas with hundreds 
of thousands of ballot papers to count, with each 
having to be reconciled and then counted separately and 
consolidated." The process had been further slowed by 
many objections from parties and candidates’ agents 
These objections had to be adjudicated by returning 
Officers. 


By-elections would have to be held for 18 seats which 
had not been filled. 


The task group presented a summary of councils where 

one party had won an overall majority of the seats 

contested. The ANC won outright majorities in 387° 
councils and the NP in 45. The IFP, DP, CP, PAC 

and ACDP did not manage to take outright control of a 

single council. The FF won one. Ratepayers will control 

15 councils and independents 23. Other parties were set 

to control 29 councils. 


All poll results have been released in five of the eight 
provinces where elections were held. The Eastern Cape 
proved to be the most problematic: 87.9 percent of its 
council results have been received. Thirty-nine councils 
(2.5 percent) in Gauteng and 48 councils (two percent) 
of those in Northern Province also need to submit 
results. Shubane said the Eastern Cape had proved 
problematic because several areas had no established 
administrations, and inexperienced people had to be 
recruited and trained under difficult circumstances. 


"Communication was also a major problem, with many 
places having no telephones or faxes. And, of course, 
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the topography presented problems, even for vehicle 
access." He was nevertheless satisfied with the way the 
elections had gone in the Eastern Cape and the country 
as a whole. 


Shubane said the task group would draft a comprehen- 
sive report on the elections, enabling a proposed new 
Electoral Commission to build on experience gained in 
these elections. The task group will hold its final meet- 
ing on November 21, when it hopes to wrap up the work 
done thus far. It will be involved in the co-ordination 
of elections that were postponed. 


Azanian Youth To ‘Forcibly Enter’ Farms

PAC Chief Explains Party’s Poor Showing

Congress] performed badly in the local government 
elections by receiving 1.8 percent support of the 
electorate. What went wrong? 


We did not fare very well in the elections because we 
had very limited resources as compared to last year’s 
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ek ‘ons. Firstly, the Independent Electoral Commis- 
$iv.. was not there to provide funds as it did last year 
by assisting organisations. 


Since the new dispensation, all external funding has 
been cut. The international community, in last year’s 
elections, had the morality to help all organisations 
involved in the elections, but not any more. They prefer 
to deal directly with the government and channel all 
funds to the RDP [Reconstruction and Development 
Program] and not to organisations. 


The other factor is that we could not muster the art of 
mobilising funds needed to organise and prepare us for 
the elections. We were thus restrained. 


The resources were not the only problem. We also en- 
countered a problem of loyalty, where there were two 
types of voters. Those who supported the former lib- 
eration movements and those who preferred to support 
anybody except the liberation movements. The majority 
of those who supported the |: <ration movement tended 
to support the ANC because it’s a party in government 
and there are advantages to supporting a ruling party. 


Having said all that, the PAC was expected to prove 
that it was worthy of support and I do not believe that 
we have enough capacity to undermine the "Mandela 
factor". People seem to invest in him as a person rather 
than a party. It was an obstruction against us and we 
could not find a way of going around it. 


The other element is that other parties did well over us 
because of irregularities. Although irregularities were 
not a determining factor, they were there. We must 
appreciate that while other parties like the Democratic 
Party and the rest did well, they performed very badly 
in the rural areas. This brings us to the rural concept 
where different strategies were used by all parties which 
performed very badly, including ourselves — except the 
ANC. 


This is because there was an unconfirmed trend that (tra- 
ditional) chiefs who are paid by the central government 
were told by certain campaigners not to forget that they 
receive salaries from the ANC government. Because of 
ignorance in the rural areas, some chiefs gave in to the 
alleged threat that "if you do not vote for us, you will 
end up not receiving your salary.” It did work to some 
extent but not in the urban areas, as there are no chiefs 
there. 


For example, in Venda there are certain chiefs who 


are in the national parliament on an AN ket. They 
simply called their members and to! at "my 
party is the ANC and you are unde: his was 


effective as our people believe in tradition and would 
not disobey the chief's order. 
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The other crucial issue is that in Venda, where I come 
from, the old age pension fund was paid in the very last 
minute — at least three to four days before the elections. 
Particularly in the area where I was, pensioners were 
given additional R20 [rands]. They were told that it was 
for transport to take them to the polling stations. They 
were reminded that last year they voted for Mandela, so 
they must complete that process. 


In that environment, what option could they have had? 
I think they did not have any other option and did not 
know that the suggestion made to them was nonsense. 
Some of them, like my father, were enlightened and 
they refused to be coerced. 


Having said all this, even in the absence of irregularities, 
there would still not have been a dramatic swing to the 
PAC’s favour. The romance between the government 
and the people need a very strong initiative on the part of 
anybody else within the PAC who want to dislodge the 
bond. It will be a miraculous feat if anybody succeeds 
in doing that. 


Having said all that, is it not time for PAC to call it 
quits? Democracy allows any group — be it minority or 
majority — to protect itself. We believe that in the long 
term, we stand to benefit and get support and become a 
force to be reckoned with. There is no suggestion within 
the PAC of closing shop. 


Is any type of alliance on the PAC’s cards? 


We have always been open to the idea of alliances. But 
at the moment, we haven't been approached by anyone 
to form an alliance. But we think major parties will try 
to poach our senior officials in the movement, which is 
perceived as being finished and history. They therefore 
think they must scramble for whatever is left in the PAC. 
We have been cautioning our people that the PAC is not 
written off as yet. 


If the PAC was to go into an alliance, which organ- 
isations or parties is it likely to forge links with? 


In general, we are willing to negotiate with any party 
of common interest. But naturally, we would work with 
former liberation movements like the ANC and Azapo 
[Azanian People’s Organization], simply because there 
are no organisations which share common ideals with 
us, except those two. 


Why do you think the PAC is still relevant? 


Firstly, because our policies are targeted at the grass- 
roots. We have to develop a strategy which would bring 
our policy closer to the people. It seems as if people still 
do not understand the PAC’s policy. 


Secondly, we have been the first organisation to ex- 
pound the policy of non-racialism and everybody else 
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is emulating this policy. Thirdly, our commitment to 
ensuring that any social upliftment programme for our 
people — be it the RDP or whatever must be fully 
driven, people centred and people focused. 


We have always stood for the increase of our people’s 
material possession. Our policies are relevant. We only 
need to polish up our messages so as to target it at the 
consumers, who are the relevant people. 


Your association with IFP [Inkatha Freedom Party] 
was perceived as being one of the blunders commit- 
ted by your organisation. Do you think it was a wise 
strategy? 

It’s only the SOWETAN which is “owned by people 
related to the ANC” and seeks to deliberately distort 
the whole process. When Mandela visits the wife of 
the late architect of apartheid, Betsie Verwoerd, why is 
it not reported that he is seeking an alliance with her 
and Constand Viljoen. But when the PAC is mobilising 
ordinary people — which is our duty — we are said to 
be entering into an alliance with reactionary forces. 


The responsibility of the leadership is to lead and guide. 
If we are the light, we must be there, particularly 
for the IFP — given its reactionary stance. There is 
manipulation by the media to create a particular image 
in favour of the ANC. Those were electioneering politics 
rather than politics of substance. Otherwise we would 
accuse Mandela of working with FW de Klerk and 
Buthelezi and being bigger prostitutes than the PAC in 
this context. 


Is there any strategic reason for working with the 
IFP? 


There’s no strategic reason. Our responsibility is not to 
chastise any organisation. We have not pulled ourselves 
from any organisation of the oppressed — like the ANC 
which is running away from us. 


The PAC seems to have dropped the land question in 
their political campaigns. What is the true position? 


The issue of land was not dropped, it’s just that we 
emphasised that it cannot be explained in isolation from 
other issues. It has to be part and parcei of issues which 
affect the ordinary African people. Some parties won in 
the elections without the land campaign. 


What has happened to people like Khoisan X? 


Naturally, some of our people are comfortable and no 
longer feel that they have to push as much as they used 
to. That is expected in any organisation. The party is 
not governed by individuals but by a collective. Those 
factors can always be overcome. 


Where is the PAC going from here? 
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We have to lick our wounds, swallow our pride and 
weather the storm. We must seek to reorganise and 
move on. Rome was not built in one day.

[FBIS Transcribed Text] Lagos, 10 Nov (AFP) — Nige- 
rian democracy campaigners expressed consternation af- 
ter the hanging Friday [10 November] of writer Ken 
Saro-Wiwa and other eights minority rights activists. 


"It is a disaster for Nigeria," declared to AFP Frederick 
Fasheun, the interim president of the Campaign for 
Democracy, a coalition of pro-democracy and human 
rights organisations. "It is a sad day for the country, we 
never expected that this military regime would go this 
far." 


"The killing of Ken is both a warning and a challenge to 
all Nigerians," declared Femi Falana, one of the lawyers 
of hanged men and a prominent human rights activists. 
"Warning because it can be anybody’s turn tomorrow, 
challenge because the orthodox method of protest in 
waging this struggle has to be reexamined." 


Dr. Lanre Omotayo, the secretary-general of the 
Nigerian Medical Association, called the execu- 
tions"shocking and tragic." “This will lead to the 
beginning of the suffering of the common people if the 
Sanctions that have been threatened are carried out," he 
said. 
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Members of the Association of Nigerian Authors 
(ANA), of which Saro-Wiwa was a former president, 
held a short memorial in his honour Friday evening 
here, describing his killing as "sorrowful and sad." The 
ANA condemned the killings and called for more com- 
prehensive sanctions against Nigeria and its isolation at 
international forums. 


Saro-Wiwa and eight other activists of the Movement 
for the Survival of Ogoni People (MOSOP) were hanged 
at Port Harcourt prison, their sentences having been 
ratified, last Wednesday in Abuja, by the ruling military 
junta, the Provisional Ruling Council. 


Minister Criticizes Suspension

Mr. Ikimi contended 
that the death sentences were handed down for the 
crimes committed ard not for the political action against 
the government as ihe international community wants 
to believe. He dismissed the international community’s 
inquisition attempt against Nigeria as a violation of its 
sovereignty. 


However, the Commonwealth leaders have voted for the 
suspension of Nigeria from the organization. The deci- 
sion was made at the end of an extraordinary meeting 
devoted to the hanging of Mr. Saro-Wiwa and eight 


other persons. The Commonwealth also demanded the 


release of those being detained in connection with the 
latest coup attempt, as well as Chief Moshood Abiola, 
who is being detained for proclaiming himself Nigerian 
president-elect in the wake of the 1993 annulled presi- 
dential election. 


Speaking at the meeting, New Zealand's Prime Minister 
James Bolger announced that the Commonwealth lead- 
ers agreed to expel Nigeria from the organization unless 
a democratic government is established.

"Already one year ago, they (Commonwealth) started 
threatening to suspend Nigeria from the fold even before 
the beginning of this event," said David Attah, the 
official spokesman of junta leader General Sani Abacha. 


By "event" he meant the trial, conviction and the 
hanging Friday of nine Nigerian political activites, 
including playwright Ken Saro- Wiwa, despite pleas for 
Clemency from foreign governments. 


Attah also said the regime did not give any official 
statement to confirm the hanging so as not to make the 
action "a fanfare", in what appeared to be the regime’s 
first though indirect confirmation of the executions. 


"It is not a situation that requires official confirmation 
or lack of it. It is not a fanfare", he said. 


The spokesman said it was "very disappointing" that 
South African President Nelson Mandela led the move 
to suspend Nigeria from the Commonwealth at the 
group’s meeting in Auckland, New Zealand, to protest 
the hangings. 


"He (Mandela) knows the situation in Nigeria better 
than most people (in the Commonwealth). He has been 
here several times to discuss the Nigerian situation with 
General ‘‘vacha," Attah said. 


Ironically, it was Nigeria, in 1961 that called for the 
suspension of South Africa from Commonwealth due to 
its policy of racial discrimination in that country under 
the old apartheid system. 


As several countries — including France, Britain, 
Netherlands and Germany — recalled their ambas- 
sadors from Nigeria, the presidential spokesman said 
that the situation "is very very difficult" and added that 
Nigeria "will wait for the drama to unfold."

— the Nigerian Government is the victim in all this — 
but, surely, the real victims are the nine people who 
were hanged. 


[Attah] The nine people were not just picked — they 
were not just handpicked — they were charged and 
found guilty of committing mass murder.
